Moon Shot 
Might Cost 
$40 Billion

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 


xTbp: launching of .the three-man 
Apollo spaceship toward the moon 
late in this decade will climax the 
most expensive peacetime venture 
ever undertaken by man. 


Estimates of the total cost range 


from $20 billion to $40 billion. 


The fat price tag was under 


scored last week when the Nation 
al Aeronautics and Space Admin 
istralion announced signing of the 
largest contract it has ever nego 
tiated. North American Aviation 
Inc. received the $934.4 million 
plum for initial development and 
production of the Apollo craft's 
two major sections, the command 
and service modules. 


The command module will house 


the three astronauts en route to 
the moon and during the return 
trip. The service module will con 
tain propulsion, power and other 
supporting equipment. 


Earlier, NASA signed a $387.9 


million contract with Grumman 
Aircraft Engineering Corp. to de 
velop third section of tW Apollo 
ship, the lunar excursion module 
which two of the' pilots will1 ride 
to the lunar surface while the 
main body of the ship orbits the 
moon. 


Both contracts cover work until 


mid 19B5. 


The Apollo effort is so wide 


spread that it cannot be handlec 
by a handful of companies. The

DETROIT (AP)—Two thousand 


Negroes marched two miles in a 
peaceful 
demonstration Sunday,, 


onlyl to be scolded by one of their 
heroes for being "so satisfied it's 
sickening." 


Charles Evers, brother and suc- 


cessor of slain Mississippi 
inte- 


grationist leader Megar Evers, 
led the orderly march through 
two industrial 
Detroit 
suburbs 


and took the occasion to lambast 
the "Uncle Toms" and the com- 
placent Northern Negro. 


The march, billed as a "cru- 


sade of 10,000," was a failure 
numerically, but was followed by' 
a spirited rally in a high school 
stadium where Evers compared 
Northern 'antf 
Southern brands 


of racial discrimination. 


"You don't know where you're 


going," the Mississippian told the 
nearly all-Negro stadium audi- 
ence. "In Mississippi,, we know," 


He said Negroes of the Deep 


South must struggle and sacrifice 
in their efforts to vote, and noted 
that Negroes in his audience were 
not prohibited from registering to 
vote. 


"Stop blaming the white man" 


for racial inequality, the Negro 
said, "it's your fault now." 


He made fun of Northerners 


who sent old clothes and canned 
fruit to Southern NAACP offices. 


"You may not believe it, but we 


have enough food and clothes in 
Mississippi," he said. "You can 
help us not with canned peaches, 
but by registering and voting to 
get the civil rights bills through. 


"Stop 
fighting among 
your- 


selves. 
Stop calling 
yourselves 


Republicans and Democrats. We 
are our only party. Get together 
behind one good man. 


"Just 
because 
he's 
Negro 


doesn't mean he's a good man," 
Evers warned'. "You're in worse 
shape with a no-good Negro than 
with any white man in office— 
you trust him more." 


Evers said the blunt, above- 


board segregation of Mississippi 
was easier to fight than more 
subtle discrimination practices in 
the North. 


"The person-to-person 
relation- 


ship between Negroes and whites 
is better in Jackson, Miss., than 
it is here," he said.

Federal Cut 
May Be Cue 
to the States

NEW YORK (AP)-lf you get 


that tax cut next year that you've 
been hearing about for so long, 
who is going to spend it—you or 
your 
state 
and 
local 
govern- 


ments? 


Congress may pass an income 


tax cut for individuals and cor- 
porations this year or early next 
year. 


But the skeptics say the $10 bil- 


lion or so which the federal gov- 
ernment might thus free would 
just be a sitting duck for state,, 
county or local governments look- 
ing for more funds they can tap 
by raising their own tax rates. 


If so,, the end result could be 


that the taxpayer would end 1964 
owing just about as much as ever 
to one or another tax collector. 


One of the big arguments for a 


federal tax1 cut—beyond the nat- 
ural appeal of any tax cut by 
any agency—is that it will free 
more spending money. 


You will1 be able to buy more 


things you want, the argument 
goes, and thereby you will be en- 
couraging more production, more 
investment in future production, 
and hence more sorely needed 
jobs. 


That, in turn, would addi a lot 


more people to the income tax 
rolls, 
and 
the 
U.S. Treasury 


would collect more, even at the 
reduced rates. 


But the state and local govern, 


ments are searching for more 
revenue to meet the needs of 
growing communities and to fur- 
nish still more services that peo- 
ple like to have (even if they don't 
enjoy paying for them). 


If $10 billion is freed by the 


federal

seekers.
